The Oun Boats. 

In view of tho numerous disislors that 
h»Te recBtitly occurred in or near the Straits, 
we would fuggest that one or bo4b of Hor 
Majesty's gun-boat* be kept continually 
eruning in the viciniiy ofCape Flattery, 
whttfo they might in future be the means of 
iflltBving distroased vessels, and ptobabty 
saving many valuable Kres. The snug har- 
bor of Esquimalt is noplace forsucb vessels 
during this season of the yeac ; nor do we 
belieVe that the services they perform in 
ratrying dispatches between our ofHciali and 
tbeofiioers of the San Juan garrinon, is tho 
kind of work they weio sent out here to do. 
Such buainess might very easily be performed 
by one of the many small cr;ilt plyiiiK be- 
tween here and that Island ; ot might be 
intrusted to the U. S. iMail steamer, which 
stops there once a week. 

The Guveramont. in sending tho Forward 
to the relief of tho Peruvian brig Florcncia, 
at Nootka Sound, ware unquestionably wise 
and htimune ; brtt had .iho beun ornising in 
or near the Strait?, she would havo been en- 
abled to render aiisistarico long sioce. "We 
are not in favor of the Government placing 
faith in every idle rumor that may bo 
brought to town ; butduring this season of the 
year, whei» strong winds, sudden gales, and 
fogs are frequent off the coast of Vancouver 
Island, there is urgent necessity tlint our 
Govenuakeut should contribute its share to- 
Tvards the protection of the merchant marine 
engaged in the tiade between home and for- 
eign ports; and wo can conceive of no 
easier or less! csp«;nsive way for dt>ir>g 
so, than by keeping tlio guii-Uats 
Ctui.iing about outside. We cannot believe 
that the Home Goveinment ever intended 
•uch serviceable vesaela nhould b« alJowed 
to lie comparatively idle while Jheie m woik 
of so much importance for the-m to liansact. 
The present errand of the Forward it. we 
tiust the Inanf^iuation of a new (ij.'ttem, 
v»hich. it continued, may be the means of 
preserving many vefsels from utter destruc- 
tion, 2!>d tho consequent saving of valuable 
lives and property. We hope that no time 
will be lost by the Government in making 
such arrangements as may tend towards 
lessening the danjjers cf navigation in these 
water*.

BlBunion Indications. 

The Sacramento Union, a strong conser- 
vative sheet, prints t.he latest disunion items 
from the Southern Slates. They may prove of 
interest to our American readers. It is very 
evident that the Southerners wish to secede 
about as much as the people oJ Victoria do- 
sire to see (be powder magazine in the Fort 
yard blew up ^ 

The South Carolina Legislature adjourned 
after providing for calling a State Conven- 
tion to meet on the 17th of December. The 
people are to vote for delegates on tho 61 h 
of the same month. That bo<ly also repeal- 
ed the law imposing a heavy penalty on any 
bank which suspended specie payments, 
and authorized the State Bank to borrow 
four hundred thousand dollars. A suspen- 
sion of specie payments was evidently anti- 
cipated. Such an event would; go far to 
cool the ardor of the secessionists. The 
Collector of Charleston had not resigned, as 
was reported ; neither had the forts been 
disturbed. An attempt to move the Unitod 
States arms from the arsenal was frustrated 
by the populace. South Carolina is deter- 
mined to add as much as possible to her no- 
toriety for bombast and political liubulence. 
But her strained elloris to yet out of the 
Union do not seem to hiive produced the in- 
tense excitement and alarm she anticipated. 

In Georgia the Legislature had to some ex- 
tent imitated South Garolinoj but at last 
date was deliberatir.g upon tho time to elect 
a United States Senator, to fill the vacancy 
caused by tho resignation of Toouibs. It 
appears, though, that Toombs goes to Wash- 
ington to serv? tho coming session. There 
is a good deal yet to be done in Georgia bc- 
foro secession can bo consuinniated. Some 
ultra meetings had boon hold at one or two 
precincts in tho State, at which, of course, 
very ultra resolutions were adopted. But 
these meetings do hot speak for the people of 
the State. . 

In the border f^lave States, strong Union 
sentiments had manifested themselve.'i ; se- 
ces/^ion waa denount'eJ, in many instances, 
in strong terms. Sofigetition.'* bad also bean 
made to send Comiuissionors to the State.s 
threateniag to secede, to prevail upon them 
to wait for some overt act on the part of the 
Republican Administration. 

E.NiiLA.NO A.sn riisrssiA. — The relations 
between England and Prussia continue, as 
far as the eye can detect, as trordral as bwre- 
lofote. The only two liberal powers of Eu- 
rope— not taking into consideration tho lesser 
German States-— they are p^oepering and 
progressing under the cordial good feeling 
that has grown up between thctn. The offi- 
cial Prussian Gazettt of Out. 17th, eontain* 
a leading article upon the interview at Cob- 
lentz, in which it says: ''Tih; coriii.il r^l.n- 
tions which bavo ever existed between 
F.ngland and Prnssia will continue to e.xi.st 
if the- two countries ilonot mutually misun- 
derstand their true interests. These rela- 
tions have become more ile'iiiily roott'd iiiul 
bavo accinired iiicreiisLnl Iti iiiiicss .-viid 
teiisiiHi by the oonlL'rcnco al t'oliliMil/, aud 
by the ready exc^han^-e ol v;.'\vs which ihcii 
took place between the lt>:iJing stalomeii 
of the two cor.iitrres. Iir rit; w of tht; pre.sent 
great complications in the European politi- 
cal system, the more satisfactory it is to bi; 
able to state that there was a coincidence 
between the views and opinions of England 
and Prussia on the great and important 
questions of the day." The articio thus 
concludes: "While the Warsaw interview 
is a proof of the good understanding of Prus- 
sia with its Easteri4 neighbors, the happy 
result of the interview at Cnhlentz proves 
that Prussia understands how to cultivate 
the highly importarvt interest by which she 
is bound to England." 

Thk HoAiJ MuttiiKn — Tilt! murder of the 
child of Mr. Vxi'ui at Road seems a.s great a 
mystery as t.-ver, nlthougb the poHco ar>i 
sanguine of ultimate success. One detec- 
tive bi'liiives it to have been the act of tho 
nurse, who was fearful that something which 
had ooouried in the nnrspiy would be told 
his parents by tho boy ; another, that tho 
murder was perpetrated by one of the fc« 
male inmates of tho house in a fit of somnam- 
bulism, and that she is as ignorant of having 
eoniinilted the deed, as if she had never done 
it ; and another officer thinks it was the 
wnrk|of a female monomanine. The only 
wonder now is that a murder oould have 
been committed in Knglaiid at all, willioul 
the murderer being dcloctad, when wo con- 
sider the highly efficient organizatioa of the 
police,

A NoTonious Inph.v IIascai. Again 
Cao£D. — Moat of otir readers will reniombor 
that last spring, during thu time when the 
Northern Iiidiuiis may bo siiid to have taken 
EsquimuU road and its vicinity under their 
charge, insulting, annoying, and ^ sometimes 
firing at pas.fers-by, to the utter defiance of 
the authorities, that a little Hydah Indian 
named "Joe," was arrested on a charge of 
liaring stolen a number of articles from Mr. 
Mias. In the poiice court, he offered to re- 
store the articles it he was allowed to visit 
the lodges of his poople. Three policeriiuii 
were accordingly sent wlili him to his house ; 
but as soon as tliey arrived there were set 
tipon by a large number of natives, ormed 
with guns, knives and clubs, and coir polled 
to allow their prisoner to escape. Sobse- j 
quently Gov. Douglas visited tlie chief of 
the Hydalis, Captain John, (the same war- 
rior afterwards killed in the city prison dur- 
ing a conflict with the police) and that dig- 
nitary finally gave "Joe" up, ami he was 
sentenced lo the chain gang. At the 
time of the "break" amongst thj convicts in 
June last, "Joe" was among thos^ wiio 
«8oaped, and was the only one that was not 
captured on the same day by the police and 
citizens. A few weeks after, however, when 
a large body of marines want to the Hydah 
lodges and disarmed, them, " Joe" was a^'ain 
caught, and after reoei»inp twenty-four 
lashes, was ordered to work out the balance 
orf his time with the convicts. Tliis he did, 
and since his liberation, has been reiii irka- 
hly quiet, so far as we know, until the other 
evening, when he, in company witli a triend 
Inown as " Charley," entered a room in the 
lear of the Messrs. F/aiikliii's store, and 
atole a im inber of articles valued at one hun- 
dred dollars. He and hi< confedncate were 
arrested the next ilay by Sergt. Kiake, the 
property recovercvl, and "Joe seiitenccil to 
iho chaiu-^aii:; lor t.vn lu jiiiii.-.. iiis cuiii- 
panioii received a sentence of one month's 
impriisunnieiit, with hard labor, i his Joe ' 
j.sahard ca.He, and evidently incorrigible. 
He has given the police a great deal of 
trouble, and seems to rejoice in his aots of 
tillainy. .
